Tho Railroads* Triumph.-— 
Phlcngn. Jnhr 1 G.—After ten day* of 
strike, the rtib-ngo Freight llitndlcrw* 
strik«- terminated to-day in a victory for 
the railroads. A meeting of the strikers, 
presided over by President Curran, re- 
fii 1 t**d in an almost tingniirnux vote to 
return to work, leaving the wage uud 
oth 4 *r qiiestbais f«*r settlement h twisui 
the men ami tbidr n*s|ss live roads. At 
the conclusion of the im* tiug the strik¬ 
ers went by hundred* b» tiu* Wur*h*-n-*s 
to *pt»l.r for their obi position*. n« d ti e 
l4*arusters who have remained out in svni- 
nathy again t**.*k up their reins. Hv noon 
Immense qinintiti* * of freight. * hirh had 
he«*n held hack for dnys. was going 
mpidly t«» the mllmad*. rhiengo mer¬ 
chants e\pre»s* d relief at tin* ksrminatioti 
of the strike, lujt they were scarcely less 
ha|my than the men Ummsctvcs. The 
strike is «'HtiiMiit< d to have e*s«t the mer¬ 
chants $ IImmhmniO, to say nothing .if the 
trade they hare p-lui.iu uitly loot, 
Trea.-hery I’barged.

Managers. euibniHng every road which 
enters ('himgo. hare issued the following 
signed statement: "All of our old men, 
not before on.hand for work, n-fstrled at 
the freight houses it Dimn to-day, and 
wen* put to work. No confi'r* nee was 
held with any committee .,r otlierwlsC 
sinee Tuesday, and no ngr.i-iiH-nt was 
made with the union or with any «.»ro- 
mittec. The men simply n js rtiul for 
w-ork. nnd they doubtless expeet and will 
recHro the nay offered July 1st, and 
which th 4 * radron.l companies have l*«*n 
willing ail along to |siy." 

The Anthracite Strike, 
ludiunnpolis. Ind. July HV— Pres blent 
Mitchell, of the Mine Workers, arrived 
to-day f.»r the ndnera* convention, which 
will meet to-morrow. He de< lined to ex- 
prk*sa auy opinions as to too promt bio 
action i»f the convention. Delegates to 
tin* tx»nventit*n began to arrive this morn¬ 
ing. While in general those who have 
arrived are non-committal, tue majority 
of them ore in favor of a strike. IThla 
as|Hs-t- may ehauue somewhat when the 
anthracite men arrive.
